"Please deliver the following message

Lincoln: Having beon away from the
railroads and telegraph facilities for the
last twenty-fou- r hours I have not re-

ceived your telegram notifying mo of
tho nomination tendered me by the Pro-

hibition party convention, but, reading
o. coi of It .n the Boseman Chronicle,
1 hasten to reply.

"1 profoundly appreciate the honor
done me In tendering this nomination
ard I fully share In the convention's in-

terest In prohibition us the permanent
policy of our country and in thh strict
enforcement of tho Volstead act without
any weakening of Its provisions. I also
ihare the convention's disappointment at
thb failure of and

parties to pledge their candi-
dates to such a policy, but I cannot in

Justice to tho Inhibition party nor to
myself accept the nomination.

"My connection with other reforms
would make jit impossible for mo to
focus my attention upon the prohibition
question alone, and besides I am not
willing to sever my connection with the
Democratic party, which has so signally
honored me In years past.

"I havo not decided yet how I shall
vote this fall. liut whatever' f may
feel it my duty to do-I- n this campaign
I expect to continue as a memberof"thc
Democratic party and to serve my coun-

try through it."

U)iioiil of Platform.
The party adopted a platform, of

which the chief planks are:
Gives thanks for national prohibition;

sumer.

Adopts the programme of the National
League of Women Voters, providing
prohibition of child labor, appropriations
for Federal Children's Bureau, protection
to Infant life through u Federal pro-
gramme of maternity and Infancy care,
u Federal Department o,f Education,
Federal aid for removal of Illiteracy and
Increase of teachers' salaries, instruction
for youth of the land and newly arrived
aliens In duties of dtisenship, Federal
supervision of the marketing of food to
prevent excess profits, establishment of
a woman's bureau In the Department ot
Labor and appointment of a woman In
tho mediation and conciliation servlco
and on any Industrial commissions, Just
wages to women In civil service and no
dlscrimlratlon on account of sex, appro-
priation for a campaign against venereal
disease, American women married to
aliens to retain cltlionahlp while resi-
dent in the United Slates.

The executive commltteo meeting hero
In all day session decided to remain
"non-bartlsa- In tho Prcsiaentiai cam
palgn, but It will not bo Idle. A com-

mittee of seven was appointed to Inves
tigate and make public tho prohibition
record of both Cox and Harding.

What the publication of his record as
drawn up will mean to Cox was seen
when It wa announced that two mem-
bers of this commltteo will be Tcrley
Baker and Wayne B. Wheeler, two dry
crusaders, who have been battling with
tho Ohio Governor for the last ten yoars.
Baker Issued bitter anti-Co- x statements
at tho San Francisco convention.

"The friends of law enforcement," said
Wheeler In Washington on June 16, be
fore the Democratic convention, "will
present a solid front against Cox. He is
the last hopo of the wets In their pro
gramme for nullification. Cox's record
makes htm an Impossibility if national
prohibition is to be effectively sustained
and enforced. He has served the wets
long and faithfully."

wnceier men went on to quote will- -
lam J. Bryan's remarks that Cox was
as bad as If not worse than Gov. Ed-
wards from a dry polnf6f view.

Cox's Friends In Compromise.
Recalling these statements

Cox's friends wondered whether It would
not hae been better to havo let tho
league denounce Cox and have It over
with. The best they could do, however,
was to get three Southerners on the
commltteo to balance the influence of
Baker and Wheeler.

The committee appointed to-d- will
not make Its report on tho Hry records
of the two Presidential nominees until
after Cox has made his acceptance
speech. They expect him to go on rec
ord in that talk.

Sam W. Small, revivalist arid dry lec
turer, appeared before the committee In
Cox's behalf, promising that the Demo
cratic nomlneo would make no mova for
modification of the Volstead law If he is
elected.

Declaration hy Committee.
Tho formal declaration of camnalcn

"But in accordance with an estab-

OF WILSON REGIME

Cox Manager May Attempt to
Carry Water on Both

Shonldcrs.' ,

WAS SACRIFICED IN 1918

Selection as Campaign leader
Significant Because of His

Dry Tendencies.

Bptdal to Tim Bcn aho Nnr Yozk Iuuulp.
WvtsitiNQTON, July 22, Because of

the somewhat nebulous, results of the
White House conference last Sunday be-

tween TVoodrow Wilson and James M.
Cox. who hopes to succeed him, Dem-
ocrats politicians herojwo keeping an
anxious eye on the behavior of George
Whlto, Just selected to hoad the Demo-

cratic national commltteo, and. there-
fore to run tho Cox campaign.

.According to tho private vlewB of
these men here. "Ed" Mooro was ditched
because he waa entirely too n

to give tho campaign even the vestige of
harmony between the Wilson and Cox
outfits. Mooro has lot It bo known wfiat
he thinks of Mr. Wilson among his fel-

low Democrats on moro than one occa-

sion and as a result he was and Is gen-

erally looked on as anything but a friend
of the present regime,

Gcorgo White, while of course heart
and soul a Cox man, it Is expected in
some Democratic quarters, and honed
throughout the party, can create tho
general Impression that he Is a hearty
admirer of Mr. Wilson and his actions
heretofore; and thus try to paclffy both
factions in the Democratic party.

Was Sacrificed by Wilson.
As a matter of fact, Whlto has ample

reason for tho greatest bitterness
against Woodrow Wilson personally.
Mr. Wilson Is generally held personally
responsible for the elimination of Mr.
White from his seat In Congress, and
whether he still professes to think so or
not, Mr. White at one tlmo bitterly
blamed tho Administration for hts de-

feat for reelection, when Mr. Wilson,
during tho war, Issued his famous ap'
peal "To my fellow countrymen" to elect
nothing but Democrats to the Congress
of tho United States. The result of that
appeal, with Its complete upset of the
Administration control of Congress, la
well known. George White wsb one of
the lamb3 sacrificed on that occasion on
the altar of Administration political
mistakes.

Mr. Whlto was here In Washington
wllh Gov. Cox over Sunday and was In
close communion wllh him throughout
his stay, not even leaving him when tho
Governor went to the White House Hun
day morning and discovered that he and
tho President were one on every Utile
thing concerned In the campaign.
Throughout the long eonfereneo Mn.

White haunted the' executive office.!,
disappearing only when It developed
that the Goyernor was going to stay at
tho White House for luncheon. Also
Mr. Whlto returned to Ohio with Gov.
Cox and a few days later was selected
as chairman of the Democratic Na-

tional Committee.

An "Kxtrn Dry" Supporter.
The mnin speculation In the Demo

crat!' camp concerning Mr. White Is
whether he Is willing to forget tha tre-

mendous faux pas In 1918 which ousted
him along with a whole herd of other
deserving Democrats from their seats In
Iho House and Senate. There are Dem-rcra- ts

who think the selection of White
was a wise stroke calculated to rid
the campaign generally of too great an
Administration tinge, but at the same
time not estrange the Administration
faction in the Democratic party.

Another significant fact In iho selec-tto- n

ot White to handle the campaign is
that ho has been known aB an "extra
dry" supporter for a long tlmo and this
It is believed here may have had great
weight in the Cox camp In considering
the States In the middle west which
must bo battled for before November.
Cox Is suspected beth-- if being "wet"
anl of being "dry," the "wet" suspicion
existing on tho Eastern seaboard and the
"dry"' suspicion In tho middle West and
other "dry" spots. The Cox people are
trying hard to foster these widely sep-

arated beliefs In tha widely separated
spots where they will do Cox the most
good. The naming of White, it is sus-
pected here, may have had a good deal
to do with trying to strengthen the be-

lief In the Cox tendency toward "dry-nesi- ."

Loss of First Race Due to
Carelessness.

The first explanation of tho accident
that cost the Resolute the first raco for
tho America's Cup was told yesterday by
a member of the New York Tacht Club,
who had the story direct from an officer
on tho American defender.

Published accounts said the Resolute
parted her throat halyard, tho rope that
supports her mainsail, but did not enter
Into detail. What actually happened
was that a sailor on the Resolute, who
was ordered to slack off the steel rope
when it started to rain, let It slip off the
winch around which It ta colled.

The end of tho halyard Is leaded Into
a steel drum and at least three colls are
tnbin nrounil the drum tn scrum It
Svhon the order to slack off came tho
sailor at the winch let It out until only
one loop held It Under tha tremendous
strain the rop worked loose and Just
after the Resolute had rounded the turn
well ahead of Its rival her mainsail fell
to her deck, rendering her helpless.
